North Main Street 
Gets A F ace-Lifting 


North Main street, in dire need 
of repair for the past few years, 
has begun the process of exten- 
sive resurfacing from Elm Square 
to just beyond the shopping center, 

The process of reconstructionof 
the roadway is being done by the 
Merrimack Paving Co., of Brad- 
ford. Total cost of the work is 
estimated to be within the $15,000 
to $20,000 area. 

The total work will be unlike 
other resurfacing jobs in the com- 
munity, due to the heavily travel- 
led roadway. 

In use, starting the first of this 
week is a heater-planer, which 
will cover the roadway from the 
beginning point of reconstruction 
to the terminus. 

The machine will burn off the 
top surface and prepare the area 
for a permanent hot top pave- 
ment, 

The work of the particular 
machine makes raising of catch 
basins, sewer caps and other util- 
ity attachments unnecessary, since 
the planer cuts the top surface 
to within the grade required for 
hot topping. 

Town meeting in Marchapproved 
the work, which will include need- 
ed work on the North Main street 
overpass of the Boston and Maine 
railroad. 

In connection with the work, 
utility firms have been informed 
by the selectmen that any cuts in 


the road, anticipated within the 
next few years, must be made prior 
to completion of the resurfacing. 

The selectmen have made 
it known to the utility firms that 
under no conditions, except indire 
emergency, would they be allowed 
to make excavations in the 
roadway, once the project was 
completed, 

Along the same lines, the con- 
tractors for the new public safe- 
ty center on North Main street, 
are making preparations for the 
installation of utility lines to the 
new building, to conform with the 
reconstruction schedule. 

In addition to the new surface, the 
results of the project will provide 
the town with some material to 
be used by the highway department. 

As the heater-planer scrapes the 
present surface, the excess, or 
removed material, is reclaimed 
and may be applied to other road- 
ways or for fill in certain streets, 
or other areas. 

The project as it stands in its 
initial phase, is not creating a 
major traffic problem and probably 
will not as the work progresses.

Educator To 
Direct Program 


Salem State College, the Pea- 
body School Dept. and the State 
Dept. of Education are joining in 
a new federally program 
for intensive training of kinder- 
garten teachers, 

Twenty-four candidates, select- 
ed from 225 applications, will 
take part in a 10-week program 
from Sept. 22 through Dec. 3 
which will lead to certification 
as kindergarten, teachers. 

The candidates, all college grad- 
uates, will spend half the day in 
classes at Salem State College and 
half the day observing and working 
with children in the Burke Ele- 
mentary School in West Peabody. 

As result of the federal grant 
for the program, designated as 
PRECEPT (Peabody Early Child- 
hood Education Project), tuition 
will be free. 

Dr. Mary Procopio, of Andover, 
coordinator of early childhood ed- 
ucation at Salem State College, is 
director of PERCEPT, Dr. Pro- 
copio is widely-known for her work 
as a Head Start training consul- 
tant and for her studies of the 
Montessori methods of early child- 
hood education. 

Dr. Procopio said it is expected 
that the federal grant of funds will 
be continued so the program may 
be carried on in the spring for 
additional candidates. 

Similar programs are being or- 
ganized all over the nation under 
the Education Professions De- 
velopment Act, according to Dr. 
Procopio. The federal program is 
aimed at meeting the shortage of 
kindergarten teachers in Massach- 
usetts and other states. 

Dr, Procopio, and the Peabody 
School Dept. worked closely with 
the Northeast Regional Center of 
the State Dept. of Education in de- 
veloping the local program. The 
center is locatedin NorthA ndover.

Fluoridation of the town’s water 
supply, from funds provided the 
water department at the annual 
town meeting appears to be per- 
fectly legal, according to Town 
Counsel Fredric S, O’Brien. 

Counsel, in a letter tothe select- 
men, advised the board, that com- 
mentary at the town meeting was 
not admissable in aSupreme Court 
case and also that funds provided 
the department could be used for 
equipment and materials neces- 
sary to carry out the work of the 
department, without specifying 
amounts to be expended. 

The letter was a result of one 
selectman requesting aruling, 
after receiving correspondence 
and comments from Miss 
Catherine Stewart, who had ques- 
tioned placing of the controversial 
chemical in the water. 

Miss Stewart, and those opposed 
to the fluoride content in the water, 
questioned the right to expend funds 
for purchase in introduction of the 
chemical into the supply. 

In his letter Atty. O’Brien stated: 

‘“‘The letter of Miss Stewart 
raises the question of whether 
the Town can expend money to 
fluoridate water, when the vote of 
the Town does not specifically 
carry with it an item earmarked 
‘*fluoridation expense.’? This is 
the same argument she attempted 
to raise in the Superior Court, 
and which resulted in a dismis- 
sal of the temporary injunction. 

**I call to your attention, that 
the vote of the Town appropri- 
ated for the Water Department, 
$110,000.00 under the title of 
“personal services,’’ and $109,- 
500.00 under the title of ‘‘other 
expenses.”” Miss Stewart and

Editorial Comment 
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Street Lights 


The little street light, suspended from a pole on a num- 
ber of streets throughout the community, may appear on 
the surface to be a minor part of a community’s mainte- 
nance costs. 


As has been learned within the past few weeks, how- 
ever, cost of such illumination, does not come cheaply, 


and, according to reports, the town is not basically getting 


its money’s worth from the lights installed. 

A task force study committee, examining the town’s 
street light program, -has found that better distribution of 
street lights would result in economy, as well as wore 
adequate. coverage of the town. 

The committee suggests removal of some lights from 
existing locations and placement where they might better 
serve the town. 

Such action would probably prove quite beneficial, al- 
though in areas where lights are removed, there could be 
some complaint. 

Possibly a further study by a professional consultant 
may also solve the problem. Removal of branches from 
areas around some lights may also provide relief in some 
areas, 

There is also the possibility of individuals paying for 
their own street lights, if such is requested of the electric 
company. 

In many areas of town at present, there are so-called 
““bug-light’’ installations, small bulbs which have power 
at the socket, but which have an illumination factor de- 
creasing rapidly by the time it reaches the ground where 
it is most needed. 

While these lights do not adequately meet town needs, 
deployment of them to other areas, where some illumina- 
tion is badly needed could satisfy an immediate need for 
attention. 


New Post Office. 


Postal officials are currently examining Andover proper- 
ties for the location of a new post office for the town. 

The officials in Washington, D. C., have determined that 
the present facility no longer can handle the volume being 
processed by the present structure, thus a new facility is 
needed. 


We would not quarrel with the need for additional space. 

The growth of the town, both industrially and in resi- 
dential properties, must have placed an additional load on 
the building which has served Andover in its colonial 
brick, Main street location for many years. 


We would, however, like to see the new Structure, if one 
is to be constructed, built through private sources, rather 
than by the federal government. 


A new facility, built privat ely on a lease-purchase 
agreement with the government, would result in some tax 
revenue for the town, rather than being tax-free, as it 
would be if the Post Office department built it themselves. 


Lawrence, with a much larger facility, is a prime ex- 
ample. Located in the heart of the city’s urban renewal 
program, the new post office there is not only an attrac- 
tive addition to the area, but it is contributing to the 
financial welfare of the city. 


Andover now has several tax-exempt properties within 
its borders, one being the huge expanse occupied by the 
internal revenue service. 

The North Atlantic IRS center on Lowell street, has 
been a prime contributor to the need for additional post 
office space. Their mail, processed free of postage, has 
increased the volume of the local office over 1,000 per 
cent in a few short years. 

As for location, authorities are interested in maintaining 
the main office within the confines of the center of town. 

Just off-hand, there woul.’ appear to be some prime lo- 
cations available along Main street, and on Chestnut 
street, to mention two possibilities. 

Any of the three sites would appear to lend themselves 
well to a new building and the needs of a new post office. 

Whatever, the location however, it would be much more 
palatable to the Andover taxpayer, to see a new facility 
for the town, which would provide the municipal coffers 
with some much needed funds. 

In other words, a building leased to the government, 
would be much preferred. 


Other areas are illuminated by great white ways, such 
as Lowell Junction, and in, new housing developments. 

In many instances, the Electric company is asked to 
make a survey, either by the selectmen, or by a private 
contractor, to determine what lighting is needed. 

Private contractors, following the advice of the electric 
company, could care less about initial cost — this is 
passed on to the prospective home owner. The future 
maintenance is passed on to the town. 

Surveys presented to the selectmen, could be examined 
a little closer, probably. 

The utility firm, which is a public body in many ways, 
is also a business, profiting from the sale of electricity 
and lights. Indeed, they would recommend the ultimate. 

Street lighting now costs Andover $60,000 annually, and, 
no doubt, the cost will increase in another year. 

This represents a substantial contribution by the indivi- 
dual taxpayer. 

Last March, town meeting adopted a ‘‘show-me’’ attitude 
toward the street light program. In other words, the people 
wanted to see value presented for dollars spent. 

It was, we think, a wise attitude. 

The study committee has done its homework well, we 
think. 

When school building, or major projects are discussed, 
much time is spent in discussion of economies. Here, what 
one might consider a minor budgetary item, is almost over- 
looked. 

A thorough examination of the town’s program for street 
lighting appears in order. The suggestions of the study 
committee would appear to be feneficial for consideration 
by the selectmen. 

We hope that continued study and recommendations will 
be forthcoming, and the ensuing results rest graciously on 
the side of the taxpayer. 


Trees 


A tree is a thing of beauty, which apparently human na- 
ture just assumes is there, it grows, and it shall always 
be a part of the American scene. 

Springing forth with new life in the spring, after a winter 
of withstanding nature’s assault, it blossoms forth to 
beautify the | andscape during the summer months and pro- 
vides shade from a relentless tropic sun. 

In the autumn it bids farewell in a brilliant blaze of 
color, before reclining for another winter. 

This assumption by fickle man, has now infected the 
tree-studded landscape with a disease best described as 
nonchalance. 

First the stately Elms began to disappear due to being 


infested by Dutch Elm disease, controlled only by the 
complete removal of the tree. 

Now, Maple trees are being taken down, losing life due 
to several causes. 

Among the problems hitting the Maples are such things 
.as the salting of roads in the winter, no doubt a necessity, 
placing of hot top around the base of the tree to widen 
roads or sidewalks, thus choking off adequate sources of 
water to the roots, and the presence of monoxide and other 
pollutants in the air. 

Throughout the town these days, the tree department is 
busily engaged in taking down whole trees, or portions of 
them, due to disease and the effects of a progressing so- 
ciety. 

Time is running short rapidly to preserve the natural 
landscape which took years to grow. 

Carelessness has ruined forests through fire. 

Nature has also caused havoc through hurricane, elec- 
tric storms and winter weather conditions. 

Now, it appears that errant, nonchalant humans, are also 
willing to let our landscape decay. 

In an age of such scientific advancement can’t some 
means be devised to once again plead for the ‘woodman 
to spare that axe?’’

Pike Joins Other Schools 


In New Science Program 


The Pike School has joined with 
nine other schools to implement a 
new science curriculum. The pro- 
gram known as the ISCS, or in- 
termediate Science Curriculum 
Study, is the result of planning 
and writing done at Florida State 
University by a team of more than 
thirty professors and scient- 
ists chosen from this country and 
abroad. The work was supported 
by the U. S, Office of Education 
and the National Science Founda- 
tion. 

Prior to and for some years 
after the shock of Sputnik, col- 
lege level instructors and scient- 
ists revamped the approach to 
secondary school science. Grad- 
ually there developed an aware- 
ness that early training of an 
authentically scientific nature was 
needed if the young men and wo- 
men at the upper levels were to gain 
the maximum benefits from the 
later offerings. The first nation- 
wide initial programs dealt pri- 
marily with science in the second- 
ary schools. Subsequently, much 
attention was given to the develop- 
ment of a sequential course of study 
beginning in the sciences as early 
as kindergarten and much was ac-

complished in the development of 
a curriculum for kindergarten 
through grade six, 

However, a gap has remained, 
It is this gap that the ISCS hopes 
to fill as it provides and tests 
innovative materials and methods 
for grades seven through nine. 
Pike has been offer®d the oppor- 
tunity to join an independent C en- 
ter with nine other New England 
schools. The purpose of the cen- 
ter is to provide training for 
teachers in the implementation 
of the new curriculum. The broad 
areas of coverage include the 
physical sciences at the seventh 
grade, chemistry and biology at 
the eighth and earth sciences and 
biology with an emphasis on the 
human being at the ninth. The 
material is all carefully inter- 
related and students have almost 
complete freedom to pace them- 
selves and pursue areas of indi- 
vidual interest in as much depth 
as time, materials and inclination 
permit. Meaning and pertinence 
are lent by emphasizing the rele- 
vance of the studies to man and 
his behavior, The procedures are 
strictly scientific and almost all 
learning is accomplished by the 
use of laboratory techniques. 


While the junior high school 
age group will use the ISCS cur- 
riculum, the younger boys and 
girls at Pike will be introduced 
to a somewhat similar program 
tailored to their ages. The kin- 
dergarten through sixth grade will 
be offered for the first time acur- 
riculum developed by the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science (AAAS). The six year 
effort financially supported by the 
National Science Foundation in- 
volved participation by more than 
100 scientists and educators who 
represented a wide spectrum of © 
interests and specialized know- 
ledge. The result of their effort 
is Science - A Process Approach 
which, like the ISCS program, is 
laboratory centered involving the 
children inthe development of their 
powers of observation and scienti- 
fic method appropriate to their 
ages. 

Common to both programs isthe 
belief that an understanding of the 
scientific approach to gaining 
knowledge of man’s world has 
fundamental importance inthe gen- 
eral education of children. 

Mrs. John R. Jablonski has been 
named to coordinate the program 
throughout the grade levels and she 
will combine with Ralph Geiger to 
carry the principal teaching 
responsibility and work load.
